DASHED TO DEATH. 


A Runaway Train Carries Destruc- 


tion With It. 


PirrsuriHi, April 25.—A special to the 


Commercial Gazette says a 
frightful 


wreck occurred on tlie Bare Kocks rail- 
road shortly before 0 o'clock this even- 


ing. 
In coming down a grade from the 


quarries of the Somersetl iStone Coin- 
pan v the train became unmanageable 
and'dashed along at it tremendous rate. 
At the foot of the grade was standing a 
-lumber of cars loaded with stone. 


Into this the runaway train daubed 


with fearful velocity. The engine and 
ears were thrown from the track, and 
John.Pole, wife and daughter, killed 
outright. Engineer Neef and sons were 
severely scalded, the latter fatally. A 
number of laborers jumped before the 
crash came, and those who stayed were 
buried in the wreck.
